20th May 1961 shown in this statement relate to 
287 towns in the States of Andhra Pradesh, Bihar, 
Delhi, Gujarat, Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Madras, 
Maharashtra, Mysore, Orissa, Pondicherry, Punjab, 
Uttar Pradesh and West Bengal. These towns 
account for a population of 46,862 thousand out 
of a total population of 54,310 thousand in the 


country in 361 towns, each having a population 
of 30,000 and over. 

In 236 towns having a population of 39,245 
thousand in Group I, where registration is compa- 
ratively more complete, 19,581 births and 8,430 
deaths were recorded giving a birtn rate of 25 ■ 9 and a 
death rate of 11 ‘2 per thousand of population. The 
rates registered in the various States are as follows : —
